WHAT’S NEW WITH THE CONTRACTOR PERFORMANCE
ASSESSMENT REPORTING SYSTEM (CPARS) AUTOMATED

INFORMATION SYSTEM (AIS)

As mentioned in a previous issue, the Defense Logistics Agency (DLA) has signed a
Memorandum of Agreement to use the CPARS AIS to collect and process contractor
assessments on their contracts.  NAVSEALOGCENDET Portsmouth and Mantech Services
provided CPARS training at the Defense Supply Center (DSCP) Philadelphia, PA and the
Defense Energy Support Center (DESC), Ft. Belvoir, VA.  DSCP is in the process of
implementing CPARS and has completed their first assessment.  Training must still be
coordinated with the Defense Supply Centers located in Columbus, OH, and Richmond, VA.

FLASH!!  The Defense Information Systems Agency (DISA) recently visited
NAVSEALOGCENDET Portsmouth to discuss the possible use of the CPARS AIS rather than
continue using its existing “Past Performance Tool.”  This development will translate into
savings for DISA and move DoD one step closer to presenting “one face” to industry for
contractor assessments required by FAR Part 42.15.  Stay tuned!

On September 5, 2001, NAVSEALOGCENDET Portsmouth issued a new release of the CPARS
AIS.  Some of the new features include additional ratings metrics, reducing the number of
passwords for users, improved status reports, improved data entry capability, and enhanced on-
line help.  A special thank you to all the folks at NAVSEALOGCENDET Portsmouth, Mantech
Services, and SPAWAR Systems Center, Newport, RI who worked hard to make this release a
success.

The next CPARS Management Board (CMB) meeting will be held 9-10 January 2002 at Eglin
Air Force Base, FL.  Representatives from Navy, Marine Corps, Air Force, DLA and other
defense agencies will be discussing future system enhancements, policy changes, compliance,
and a number of other CPARS issues.

PQDR WEB ENABLEMENT

The NAVSEALOGCENDET Portsmouth office
deployed a new web enabled Product Quality Deficiency
Report (PQDR) system in October 2001.  Since the
deployment, all the Naval Shipyards and supply codes
have received initial training on how to access and initiate a
PQDR using the web enabled system.  The initial training
identified many user-requested enhancements to facilitate each
activity’s unique business process requirements.  These requirements were evaluated and many
of them have been incorporated into a new release deployed the end of December 2001. 

The current web PQDR system has full functionality from the Originator through Screening and
Action points, including the ability to forward attachments along with the PQDR record.  Some
of the new features of the web PQDR include links to Haystack and Webflis for cross-
referencing part numbers to NIINS, verifying DODAACS, CAGE codes, and unit pricing.

NAVSEALOGCENDET Portsmouth plans on completing development of the Support Point
functions in February 2002.  When the Support Point functions have been completed DCMA will
begin transitioning their PQDR database from MOCAS to PDREP for all PQDRs received from
government agencies for investigation. 

This web PQDR system will enable the Navy and Marine Corps to participate in a DoD initiative
underway to allow all Services to pass PQDR records across component lines via the web for
deficiency investigations.  This initiative will also allow all Services to query all DoD PQDR
databases for contractor and product past performance history and data analysis.

4.  CSR Report now made easier to scroll through.
